WESTERN CROPS. 


The August Report of the Prairie 


Farmer 


CHICAGO, Aug. 15J The August crop 


report ot the Prairie Firmer states that 
while the conditions on July 1 indicated 
the largest crop of corn ever grown, a 
most liberal estimate August 1 would In- 
dicate a yield decidedly under the aver- 
age of recent years. During July there 
was a decline in this condition of 20-3 
pojnts, the average August 1 being 7!j. 
^Tfils IB entirely the result ot the drought 
which prevailed so severely over almost 
the entire corn belt- These conditions 
continued for the first ten days of Au- 
gust. 
The condition reported August 1 would 


indicate a crop slightly uuder 1,700,000 
bushels, but it is noti possible to say what 
further loss has been sustained since 
that date. The conditions of the leading 
States are: Ohio 8[18; Indiana 88, Illi- 
nois 84, Iowa 58; Jtyissonrl 86, Kansas 
62; Nebraska 40; lildlana and Missouri 
only at that date p 'omlsed the average 
crop. 


Spring wheat shows a decline of 1-8 


points, the condition standing at 71.4. 
The present indications point to a spring 
wheat crop about tlie same as last year 
when 150,000,000 biishels were grown. 
This makes the indicated wheat crop for 
the year about 600,000,000 bushels. 


There was a free [movement of wheat 


until the loss of corn became apparent. 
It is the general testimony of corres- 
pondents that the movement will fall off 
rapidly, and that a large part of the crop 
will be held to feed in place ofpcorn.
